I was 
elected a director at that time, but the fact is 
I had disposed of all my interests in Chi- 
cago gas enterprises before that time. I was 


friendly with all the directors and they 


seemed to want me with them. I have not 
resigned, but I have attended none of the 
meetings of the directors. 

“How did I come to sell out? Well, I 
thought the proper time had come, and I sold

There is root for the new co 
pany, and that’s why we are starting it, Th 
is no mystery about it. The Indiana Natural 
Gas company's work is progressing nicely, 
and we expect to have the pipes at the State

„Has your company any interest in the 
Hall process for manufacturing gas? 

None at all. There are thousands of peo- 
ple with patents for making gas. Patentees 
are plentiful as the sands of the seashore, but 
there is not one idea or invention out of 1,000 
that turns out to be practicable.

GOULD HITS THE NORTH WESTEEN HARD. 


A Large Decrease in Its Earnings Shown— 

: The Vanderbilts to Retaliate. 

The earnings of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railway company for the month of May, 
just published, show a falling off of $168,653, 
and for the month of April the decrease was 
$185,495, making a total decrease for the two 
months of $354,148. This is clearly the result 
of the wholesale diversion of the Union Pa- 
cific to Gouid's Missouri Pacific and Rich- 
mond Terminal lines, by which, if continued 
—and the indications are that it will be con- 
tinued—the exceedingly small surplus reserve 
of $260,000 carried over by the Chicago and 
Northwestern at the end of its fiscal year, May 
31, 1891, will be soon wiped out and must nec- 
essarily be Nase by a reduction of divi- 
dends. No amount of crops this year can 
compensate the Nurthwestern railroad for this 
diversion of traffic, 

About two years ago the railway world was 
startled by the announcement that-the Chica- 
go and Northwestern had made an exclusive 
traffic contract with the Union Pacific, which 
virtualiy made the Northwestern the outlet for 
the former from Council Bluffs and Sioux City 
to Chicago and Lake Superior ports. That 
was when Charles Francis Adams was still 
President of the Union Pacific. The arrange- 
ment was an exceedingly favorable one for 
the Northwestern and worked a great loss to 
the Rock Island, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and 
other roads having their termini at the Mis- 
souri River. The latter were so greatly 
worked up over it that it resulted in the disso- 
lution of the socalled Gentlemen's As- 
sociation.”” The Northwestern prospered 
under the new agreement with the Union Pa- 
cific, and would no dopbt have continued to 
do so but for the unfortunate financial panic 
last fall. which resulted in the change of own- 
ership of the Union Pacific, President Charles 
Francis Adams Jr. being ousted from his po- 
sition and Jay Gould and his friends assuming 
control. Gould’s first act upon acquiring con- 
trol was to repudiate the Omaha bridge con- 
tract made by President Adams with the 
Rock Island and Milwaukee and St. Paul, and 
the next to ignore the traffic contract with the 
Northwestern. Since then Jay Gould has di- 
verted all the traffic of the Union Pacific to 


the Missouri Pacificy and the result has been 


disastrous to the interests of the Northwest- 
ern, as shown by the foregoing. 

The Northwestern is not inclined to take its 
medicine without a severe kick. The Vander- 
bilts have a controlling interest in the road, 
and it is their intention to get even with Jay 
Gould. Hostilities between the Vanderbilts 
and Gould Have already deen commenced. 
The former authorized the Chesapeake and 
Ohio and Big Four roads (Kanawha Dis- 
patch), which they control, to meet whatever 
rates Gould’s Richmond Terminal and Mis- 
souri Pacific roads may make betwoen New 
York and the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers. 
and the roads running west from Chicago 
have joined hands with the Kanawha Dispatch 
and will prorate with it at the cut rates. The 
result of this fight thus far is the reduction in 
through rates between the seaboard and the 
Missouri River of about one-half, and the in- 
dications are that they will go still lower. 

Another step soon to be taken by the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, or rather the Vander- 
bilts, will be the extension of its Fremont, 
Elkhorn and Missouri Valley road from Fort 


Fetterman, its present terminus, to the Pa- 


cific coast. It is also rumored that the Van- 
derbilts will soon acquire control of the Sioux 
City and Pacific Short line and extend it to 
Ogden and Salt Lake City at once. This line 


4+ parallels the Union Pacific all the way and 


when completed will give the Northwestern 
a better and more direct outlet to San Frar- 
cisco than it would have had by the Union 
Pacific. : 

It will take a year or two, however, before 
all that work can be oompleted and until 
then Jay Gould will hold the whip-hand and 
make a desperate fight. Consequently rates 
are sure to be cut down to low figures and the 
Western roads, notwithstanding the big crop 
prospects, will not be benefited as much from 
the prospective big crops as they had antici- 
pated. 


SHOT THREE MEN, ONE SERIOUSLY. 


Frank Forst Loses a Baseball, His Tem- 
per, and His Liberty. 

Frank Forst was locked up at the Hinman 
Street Police Station last night on a charge of 
shooting two men with intent to kill. Joseph 
Jerof, No. 16 Zion place, and Louis Franeck, 
No, 799 Allport avenue, spent the afternoon 
together and at 6 o’clock were approaching 
the corner of Twentieth street and Blue Island 
avenue. According to their story they were 
accosted by Forst at that place, and without 
further words he drew a revolver and fired 
three shots. 

One bullet entered Jerof’s breast and the 
other lodged im Franeck’s left arm. A third 
entered the wrist of Thomas Lyon of Center 
avenue and May street, inflicting only a slight 
wound, 

Jerof is 21 years of age, Franeck 18, and 
Forst only 16. The latter when taken to the 
station acknowledged the shooting. One 
story, told by outsiders, was that Jerof and 
Franeck had been to a ball game at Western 
avenue and Eighteenth streets, where some 
one stole a ball. It belonged to Forst, and, it 
is said, he suspected the two young men of 
the theft. He shot at them, it is charged, by 
way of retaliation. : 

Both Jerof and Franeck were taken to the 
County Hospital. The latter was not serious- 
ly wounded, but the physicians are not so 
certain as to Jerof’s chances of recovery. 

Forst said last night that the boys had 
stolen his ball, and that when he asked for it 
they cursed him and applied epithets to him 
to which he objected.

MERCHANTS CLAMORING IN VAIN FOR 
nee. 

They Are in Port on the Decks of the 
Liners but the "Longshoremen Will Not 
Unload Them— Rapid Accumulation of 
Freight— Labor and the World's Fair— 
Marble-Cutters and Their Mosses—Other 
Labor News. po . | 

The strike of the longshoremen has spread 
until it includes 800 men. ‘ 

The only line not. involved is that of Leo- 
pold & Austrian. The vessels of this company 
are part passenger and part freight, and include 
the City of Traverse, City of Duluth, Peer- 
less, Fremont, Jay Gould, J. L. Hurd, and 
three others not now in port. The company 
granted the demands of the men and the ves- 
sels dre moving on time. 

On the great freight lines no work was 
done yesterday except on the Lehigh Valley 
line. The Lackawanna liners were being 
worked until late Saturday night. J. P. Kel- 
ley has the contract for handling those two 
lines while in this port. He is under $20,000 
bonds to keep the vessels moving. His con- 
tract is by the ton and he hires help by the 
ton. 

Some of his men make 40 cents an hour. 
Those working for him on the Lackawanna 
are colored men, those on the Lehigh Valley 
white men. The former struck, and are all 
idle, 

On the Ogdensburg line yesterday a few 
deck hands were at work, and on the Western 
anumber of employés hired by the month 
were at work. The Union line decided not to 
hire any more white laborers, and when this 
became known to the colored laborers they 
all quit. 

Forty More Come in Today. 

Almost all the Ihes tried yesterday to hire 
the men back by the month at $50 or $56 a 
month instead of by the hour, but were una- 
ble to secure any. And so the fight stands. 
Forty large vessels will reach the port today 
and tomorrow. 

The Western line alone has 500 loaded cars 
waiting here for it, and other lines are in the 
same dilemma. Freight is accumulating m 
thé storehouses and on the railway tracks, and 
merchants are ctying for their goods which 
lie still on the vessels in port. Old lake men 
say there must be a break of this freight 
before Tuesday night, as the amount 
clogged at the river here by that time will 
courpel some one, strikers or line agents, to 
move, Strikers say they will not move unless 
their wages are raised from 20 to 25 cents an 
hour. Line agents say they will not grant it. 
Thus far there has been no disturbance ex- 
cept a few knockdowns on boatsof the Anchor 
line, 

The non-union crew of the steamer Charles 
A. Eddy, who had been terror-stricken at the 
fears of an attack by the union, believed 
Elderkin and his hosts were upon them Satur- 
day midnight. They tumbled out of their 
bunks and rushed on deck, but the onslaught 
was not renewed, Yesterday morning it was 
found that lightning had, shattered the fore- 
topmast into kindling wood. No other dam- 
age was done. The Eddy lay at Division 
street. 


Labor and the World’s Fair. 

The joint labor committee on World’s Fair 
met yesterday at Carpenter’s Hall. Ed 
Meagher presided. Credentials were received 
from thirty-nine labor organizations to the 
permanent body which is to. do the fighting 
with the World's Fair Directory. The com- 
mittee adjourned until next Sunday to re- 
ceive further credentials. 

The carpenters met yesterday afternoon. 
They had expected, they said, a report from 
the World’s Fair Directors as to their com- 
plaint that the directory was working carpen- 
ters ten hours a day at the Fair grounds, con- 
trary with their agreement with the council.“ 
but none was forthcoming. J. G. Ogden, 
President of the council, said: 

The directors are working twenty carpen- 


| ters on the barn and temporary hospital ten 


hours a day. They claimed there was no dis- 
crimination as between union and non-nnion 
labor, but we have ascertained that of those 
twenty carpenters but two are union men. 
We asked them to observe their agreement 
with us as to working carpenters but eight 
hours a day. They promised to do so.” 

„Will you have pickets out to see whether 
they keep their word!?“ 

It should not be necessary to watch such 
men as the directors, They are honorable 
men. It is not likely that men of their stand- 
ing will go back on their words. No; their 
word is good enough for us,”’ 

The Campaign in Ohio. 

Regarding the telegraphed statements that 
the Knights of Labor will probably enter the 
political field in Ohio to defeat McKinley, 
Republican candidate for Governor, because 
Capt. Meredith of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing at Washington had not treated 
the order fairly, A. W. Simpson, Master Work- 
man of District Assembly No. 57, Knights of 
Labor, said: 

“I do not believe the Meredith matter will 
cut much figure in the Ohio campaign, but I 
feel sure the Knights of Labor will vote al- 
most toa man against McKinley. Working 
people are opposed to high tariff. We are in 
favor of free trade, or rather of a modified 
tariff, and I think the Knights in Ohio will 
vote so. There are probably 75,000 voters be- 
longing to our order in Ohio. They are 
equally divided as to politics. I believe they 
will vote almost solidly against McKinley, not 
because of the Meredith fight, but because of 
the fact that they believe McKinley’s ideas are 
contrary to the public good. 

George E. Detweiler of the Rights of Labor 
seid: “Jack Hayes, Powderly’s general 
roustabout, is out in an interview in which he 
says the Knights of Labor will antagonize the 
Republican ticket in Ohio because ‘ President 
Harrison had refused the demands of organ- 
ized labor.’ If there is any antagonism, 
which 1s extremely doubtful, it will be because 
Powderly is a Dem and all his relatives 
held office under Cleveland. Hayes is a Dem- 
ocrat because Powderly is a Democrat; Devlin 
was a Democratic officeholder under Cleve- 
land; Wright—well, Wright is an English 
subject, and if McKinley is beaten in Ohio it 
will not be because of any influence exerted 
by Powderly and his followers.” 

Marblecutters Refuse. 

The striking marblecutters at their meeting 
yesterday afternoon at No. 106 Randolph 
street heard a request from the bosses, who 
stated that if they would formally declare the 
strike off in Davidson’s shop they would treat 
with them, so as to bring the strike to a close. 
The strikers refused. It will be remembered 
that the men struck first at Davidson’s and 
the other employers locked their men out 
from sympathy with Davidson. There are 
but twelve men idle of the union, and they 
received a handsome sum of money yesterday 
from marblecutters of other cities. It is be- 
lieved the employers will soon grant the de- 
mands of the strikers. The strikers have won 
agreements shutting out convict labor from 
the Masonic and Temperance Temples, the 
Metropole Hotel, and the Manhattan Block.

The Son of the Foun of the Order of 
Turners to Rest. 

Arnold Siegfried was laid to rest in 
Graceland Cemetery yesterday, 600 Turners in 
uniform following the remains as they were 
borne from Northwest Turner Hall on Cly- 
bourn avenue.

At 
a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
church last Friday’ aight Dr. Lock wood de- 
nounced Mrs. Gdettle as a blackmailer 
and declared that she has always 
made her living th that manner. He 
read a letter from her in which she made some 
serious charges against am, but the letter was 
at once turned over to the officials of the 
church. Since her admission to the church 
Mrs. Goettle has apparently led an ex- 
emplary life and mo one has aught to say 
against her. ‘She withdrew from member- 
ship in the First Baptist Chureh about six 
weeks ago ahd the letter which she wrote to 
her former ‘pastor is sensational, and if she 
cannot prove the contents highly libelous. 
The friends of Dr. Léekwood are highly in- 
censed over the matter and have threatened 
to punish to the full extent of the law any one 
‘who gives publicity to the letter. 

Dr. Lockwood came here from Paterson, N. 
J., in 1885. He is oneof the most brilliant 
ministers that have ever filled a Cincinnati pul- 
pit, and has been very aggressive both in pol- 
itics and religion. .Few people will believe 
the charges made against him by the woman 
whom he had befriended and lifted from a life 
of shame to a position in the church.

Cardinal Gibbons Says American Priests 
Can Attend to Catholic Needs, 

Bautmmors, Md., June 28.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons returned this afternoon from Washing- 
ton, where he had officiated at the dedication 
of St. Mary’s Catholic Church. The Cardinal 
took occasion to refute the statements made 
to the Holy See that the spiritual condition 
and needs of foreign speaking Catholics in 
the United States were not properly provided 
for. He said in part: 

„ venture to say that the hierarchy of no 
country in the world is paying more atten- 
tion to the spiritual wants of foreign born 
Catholic people than are the prelates of the 
United States. They are éarnestly endeavor- 
ing to have the gospel preached to them in 
their native tongue during the transition pe- 
riod, which occurs before they are ab- 
sorbed into the great English speak- 
ing world around them. The City of Paris 
has a large colony of German and English 
speaking Catholics. Vienna and Berlin have 


also large populations of French and English | 


and other nationalities. The City of Rio, in 
Brazil, contains also a large population of 
Catholics who do not speak Portuguese, the 
language of the country, and yet in these great 
centers, if Iam correctly informed, little or 
no provision is made for the foreign Catholic 
populations. 

„With these facts before us we cannot view 
without astonishment and indignation a num- 
ber of self-constituted and officious gentlemen 
in Europe complaining of the alleged inatt en- 
tion which is paid to the spiritual wants of the 
foreign population and to the means of redress 
which they have thought proper to submit to 
the Holy See.

COINAGE OF SILVER. 

The Cabinet at Washington devoted con- 
siderable time last week to discussing the 
‘question of continuing to coin silver dollars, 
and is reported to have decided against it. 
Of course this means that it is concluded to 
be inadvisable to continue the coining of 
2,000,000 ounces of newly-purchased silver 
each month, such not being required by the 
act of last July. 

In order that this may be understood it is 
necessary to restate the Silver act of last July. 
That provided for the monthly purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver or so much thereof 
as was offered, the bullion to be paid for in 
Treasury notes redeemable by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in gold or silver at his option, 
and when received by him for public dues or 
otherwise they may be reissued. This month- 
ly purchase of silver and the issuance of 
Treasury notes representing its bullion value 
must continue until Congress orders other- 
wise, 

The third section of the law reads thus: 


Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
each month coin two million ounces of the silver 
bullion purchaséd under the provisions of this 
act into standard silver dollars until the Ist day 
of July, 1891. and after that time he shall coin of 
the silver bullion purchased under the provisions 
of this act so much as may be necessary to pro- 
vide for the redemption of the Treasury notes 
herein provided for. : 


By the fifth section of the act that provision 
of the law of 1878 which required the monthly 
coinage of not less than two million silver dol- 
lars 1s repealed. 

Therefore it will be seen that even though 
the coinage of silver dollars were stopped from 
now on, there will continue to be a monthly 
addition to the circulation of Treasury notes 
representing a little over $4,500,000 a month, 
or $54,000,000 a year. The only effect that 
would be produced by the coinage of the sil- 
ver represented by those notes would be to 
enable the government to add to the circula- 
tion the difference between the bullion value of 
thesilver purchased monthly and the face value 
of the dollars which could be coined from it. 
This would amount in round numbers to 
eleven millions a year on the fifty-four million 
ounces, or nearly five millions on the 24,000,000 
ounces coined since July last. If the circula- 
tion is still tod small, or if the government 
needs the five millions of gain it would make, 
there would be some object in continuing the 
coinage of the two million ounces monthly. 

But the third section says also that the Sec- 
retary must coin enough of the silver bullion 
he buys to provide for the redemption of the 
Treasury notes issued for it. Will it be nec- 
essary to coin a single dollar for the redemp- 
tion of notes of the presentation of which for 
that purpose, in any numbers at least, 
there is no likelihood? There are now 
in the United States Treasury 38346, 
232,462 in silver dollars and _ bullion, 
against which certificates are outstanding for 
$315,077,985. This includes the 48,000,000 
ounces of fine silver purchased since Aug. 
13 last at an average cost of about $1.04 per 
ounce. It will thus be seen that the holdings) 
of silver dollars are fully $31,000,000 in ex 
of the amount needed to retire every oné of 
the Treasury notes issued against the silver 
purchased, so that for several months to come 
there will be no necessity to coin an addition- 
al dollar except from the trade dollar bullion 
mentioned below. This is on the supposition 
that it were required to have in hand the full 
amount for redeeming the certificates if 
all of them could be presented at once, 
which is practically impossible. Hence 
there is nothing to prevent the entire cessa- 
tion of coinage of new silverſtill such time as 
Congress shall have had opportunity of pass- 
ing on the matter and defining the future pol- 
icy to be pursued by the government in re- 
gard to silver coinage. 

The facts being as stated there seems no 
reason to question the policy of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, which is to drop the coinage 
of dollars out of the bullion he is buying now 
and to coin 6,148,000 standard dollars out of 
the bars into which the old Chinese trade 
dollars were melted down some time ago. 
This will add over five million dollars to 
circulation, or more than would be added b 
continuing the monthly coinage of the 
million ounces. The working over of 
old trade dollars and the recoinage 
worn subsidiary silver will give the mints 
they can do for the next four months. But

has cost the Canadians fifty millions.

It was constructed chiefly to 
aid England to fight the United States in 
case of war. The total loss on the branch line 
from it through the State of Maine is $2,000,- 
000 a year, so a Canadian paper says. Not con- 
tent with this, the government is now about to 
operate a section of the Canadian Pacific 
from Sudbury to Port Arthur, 550 miles 
through the desolate wilderness to the north 
of Lake Superior. Andthisis not all. The 
promoters of the Hudson Bay railway are about 
to get a bonus of $80,000 a year for twenty 
years from the Dominion Treasury, and this 
will probable develop into still larger sums 
before the end of that period. The Toronto 
Mail says it is nothing but a vast rat-hole for 
absorbing money. The promoters contend it 
will open up a great region north of Winnipeg. 
The proposed road will run from Winnipeg 
northeast to Fort York on Hudson Bay, a 
distance of between 600 and 700 miles. The 
entire territory which the promoters claim 
will be opened up by it—Manitoba, Keewatin, 
Alberta, Assiniboin, Athabasca, and Saskatch- 
ewan—contains 900,000 square miles and 
only 200,000 people, or one for about every 
four square miles.
